STATEMENT BY LOCAL AGENT 

Dear Sir, 

In view of the status of lapse due to failure response to office action dated April 0.7, 2004, I, 
Vincent Lin, the local agent who handled the incoming mail for my client Ching-Chun TSAI would 
like to make the statement as follows: 

I hereby confirm that I, Vincent LIN, was at the correspondence address, P.O. Box No.6-57 s 
Junghe, Taipei 235, Taiwan, R.O.C. during the time period the office action was supposed to mail 
which is indicated as a mail date of "April 07, 2004" in USPTO website-PATR. 

I also declare that I was diligent in checking and handling the incoming mail routinely on every 
week and the office action in question was not received from USPTO after a thorough search and 
investigation of the file jacket and the docket records have been done. 

In order to support the fact for failure to receive the office action in question, copies of the 
docket records maintained by our end (9 pages) recording mail delivery received from USPTO during 
the reasonable period after the date of Office Communications are attached herewith for reference. 

Furthermore, our investigation clearly shows that a contracted courier, the actual practitioner (we 
get to know that the contracted courier is TNT express company by referring to the return address for 
undelivered mail at the left lower corner of the mistakenly delivered file jacket as attached), who has a 
history of mistakenly delivery of office communications, handled the mail delivery of USPTO office 
communications. As a result, the office communications may have been lost before receipt by our end. 
On the other hand, the docket records maintained by our end indicating that we have a good history of 
successfully receiving numerous office communications from USPTO for many years. 

The relative information shows that the Office communications delivered from USPTO to

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Taiwan addressees are actually handled by a contracted courier instead of dire;ctly by U.S. Postal 
Services. Anyhow, the problem is that the contracted courier was not well trained to handle the 
international mail delivery by properly identifying the English addresses* so as to cause the office 
communications mistakenly delivered to wrong addresses. For examples, our records show that an 
applicant (one of our clients), Sheng-Yi TAI, president of C.Q.S. Electrical Products Ihc, who had 
been received ten (10) USPTO mails packed altogether in piles mistakenly delivered to his registered 
business address, where one of the mail jackets was referring to his U.S. patent application and 
containing the Office communications from USPTO, while the other mails packed in piles were 
someone else's applications and irrelevant to his pending application. For your information, the details 
of those other mails are listed below:

The aforementioned USPTO mails packed in piles are clearly indicated on each of the 
file jacket that the mailing addresses were P.O. Box No.6-57, Junghe, Taipei 235, Taiwan 
without indicating any other addresses which may cause possible confusion to the couriers. 
However, the fact is that one of the file jacket containing office commxuiications belong to the 
applicant, C.Q.S. Electrical Products Inc. was sent to its registered business address together 
with those other packed in pile USPTO mails. It is assumed that the reason! why the mails was 
sent to the registered business address of C.Q.S. Electrical Products Inc. is because that the 
courier could not understand or identify the P.O. Box numbers indicated !on each of the file 
jackets, so that the courier get access to the Official business registry searching in the 
database for the registered business address of C.Q.S. Electrical Products Inc. for delivering 
the mail. Fortunately, the irrelevant packed mails to Sheng-Yu TAI are important Office 
communications for the other clients handled by us* Moreover, according to Sheng-Yu TAI, 
the mails packed in piles from USPTO might possibly get lost if his staffs did not happen to 
pass by the registered business address at that time.
